“We have that vision, but it is not 
complete. But the time will come 
when we will have it rounded out in 
the tullness he conceived. Woodrow 
Wilson is not dead. Today we salute

Dr. Ashby Jones in opening his ad- 
dress said that the spirit of a nation 
is tested by its choice of herees.

“During those years of training he 
lived in the current thought of the 
humanity of the past.

“In that psychic atmosphere of 
human freedom the spirit of Woodrow 
Wilson was born. but the day has 
not come which will forge tkat vision 
into accomplishment.” 

Dr. Jones retraced the life of the 
president during his administrative 
period. ; : : 

He spoke of the inflexible financial 
system of the country as it existed 
before President Wilson originated the 
federal reserve system. “Federal re- 
serve was human freedom,” he de- 
clared, “and so were the laws he 
sponsored on rural credits and child 
labor,” the speaker said. 

“Woodrow Wilson believed in the 
supreme victory of human rights,” he 
said. “When he declared war it was 
not on the German people. There 
never was such a superb stroke of 
strategy, never sich significant diplo- 
macy. More marvelous than the 
march of conquering America was 
this sentence which drove a wedge 
between the Hohenzollern autocrats 
and the people. 

“In his conception of a League of 
Nations he tried to bring the pas- 
sions of nations within the atmos- 
there of reason and he endeavored to 
set up a different system of arbite- 
ment than machine guns.

“T care little about the methods 
of his administration and I care little 
about the subterfuges put in the place 
of great enterprises.

“It has been said he should have 
taken with him to Europe repre- 
sentatives of other factions. But why 
should he not have spoken in 1919 
as he did in 1917. The people went 
with him in 1917. They called us 
a nation of traitors and so we are. 
They called us dcllar mad. But Wil- 
con electrified every soldier that was 
on the battletield and he made this 
nation liberty med.

“In his early days he watched the 
rise and fall of nations. No man has 
ever had better preparation than he 
for the task he assumed later. He 
did not simply walk with the great 
but with vicarious sympathy he went 
along with the great multitudes of 
men who had lagged and limped on 
the roads of history, bent under heavy 
loads. He was sulways close to the 
great heart of the world that was 
his own.

There is another rather character- 
istic and not very rare condition which 
sometimes makes a noise like hay 
fever. it is hyperesthetie rhinitis. It 
is a most interesting condition—in 
some one else. I suspect, too, that it 
muy contribute just a dirty little bit 
to the absurd notion of “taking cold 
from a draft.” For one subject to 
hyperesthetic rhinitis can develop his 
alleged “cold” in a startlingly brief 
space of time, and you know the 
soouer symptoms follow a fancied “ex- 
posure” the more convincing seems 
the evidence. 

Attacks of hyperesthetic rhinitis 
are characterized by furious sneezing; 
so violent are the paroxysins of sneez- 
ing that it has been called the ma- 
chine gun sneeze. The victim 
off perhaps 50 sneezes in quick suc- 
cession, and soon afterward he runs 
at the nose, a th watery serous ir- 
rituting discharge. Remember, I said 
this condition sometimes mistaken 
for hay fever and that it is false evi- 
dence brought by the deluded adher- 
ent of the “catching cold” sophistry.

taking calcium chloride or 
lactate after each meal 
the hay fever season. Even 
dose of calcium lactate. five 
three times daily, after food, and well 
diluted, seems to relieve or diminish 
susceptibility to hyperesthetic rhin- 
itis. Similar treatment has seemed 
to diminish the tendency. to seizures 
in cases of asthma. The medicine is 
taken thrice daily for about three 
weeks, and after that once or twice 
a day for a few months.

The state dc- 
partment has sifmply declared that 
diplomatic relations would not be 
separated violently between the two 
countries if the Honduran de facto 
government proceeds immediately to 
hold new elections in an effort to 
avoid bloodshed. 

“4 further proof of the intention 
of the state department not to recog- 
nize the Lopez Guiterrez dictatership 
wiJl be found in the former's .declara- 
tion. to keep away American inter- 
ference and let the Honduran people 
decide its own fate, so long as’ Amer- 
ican interests are not in jeopardy.
